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When data similar to these were first petelued in 1987-8 8, 9 States 
reported 751 former club members as being enrolled at the colleges; in 1929-30, 
13 States reported an attendance of 1,758; in 1930- 31, 12 States reported 2 263; 
and during the present year 10 States reported irae wer’ pornos aH Club tone aes 
enrolled in agriculture and home economics. In Ber State ‘but oné,; which sub- 
mitted complete data for both 1930-3liand 1931-32, the percentage of. former 
club members enrolled was greater than that oS rhe pesesetne year. 


It is probably true that the awarding of Senge shins, to AH club members 
is a factor in encouraging attendance at the State colleges of agriculture.
